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ORDERS IN COUNCIL DEFINING THE AUTHORITY AND 
POWERS OF THE BOARD 

December 18, 1897 

His Excellency, by and with the advice of the Queen’s Privy Council of 
Canada is pleased to create a “Geographic Board” to consist of one member for 
each of the Departments of the Geological Survey, Railways and Canals, Post 
Office, and Marine and Fisheries, such member, being appointed by the Minister 
of the department; of the Surveyor General of Dominion Lands, of such other 
members as may from time to time be appointed by Order in Council, and of an 
officer of the Department of the Interior, designated by the Minister of the 
Interior, who shall act as Secretary of the Board; and to authorize the Board to 
elect its Chairman and to make such rules and regulations for the transaction 
of its business as may be requisite. 

His Excellency is further pleased to order and direct, that all questions 
concerning geographic names in the Dominion which arise in the departments 
of the public service shall be referred to the Board, and that all departments 
shall accept and use in their publications the names and orthography adopted 
by the Board. 

Note: —Under the provisions of an Order in Council dated November 30, 
1916, the Secretary has ceased to be a member of the Board. 


Extract (December 14, 1899) 

“That the Order in Council constituting the Board be amended by giving 
to the government of the Northwest Territories and to each Province the right 
to nominate one of their officials as a member of the Board who shall advise the 
Board with reference to names in his Province, provided that the several govern¬ 
ments undertake to be guided by the decisions of the Board.”

INTRODUCTION 

“Lo! how :ill things fade and perish! 

From the memory of the old men 
Fade away the great traditions 
The achievements of the warriors 
The adventures of the hunters.” 

A pamphlet embodying the meaning and origin of the place-names of a 
province may be useful in many ways. In a severely practical manner it ensures 
their correct spelling. It is much more valuable as preserving those historical 
associations, which inspire the love of country and devotion to its service. 

The place-names of Manitoba are particularly interesting, owing to the 
situation of the province as the gateway to the northwest. This has invested 
such names with the romance of discovery, exploration and settlement, and they 
reflect incidents and traditions winch are part of the history of the Dominion 
and are of national interest. 

The native Indian period is recalled by these names. The Indians have 
supplied the name of the province itself and the names of its principal natural 
features. The oldest native name is that of lake Winnipeg, which was known 
before the lake had even been seen by any white man. 

The oldest British name, Nelson river, was given bv Admiral Sir Thomas 
Button, who first raised the British flag in the province. This was performed 
at Port Nelson in the year l(il.2 during his search for a Northwest passage. 
The Admiral’s home was at Cardiff in Wales, and he gave the name New Wales 
to the country of which he took possession, but that name is not now in use. 
The name Hudson bay appears on a map published in 1635, twenty years after 
the renowned navigator who discovered it had been cast adrift on its waters 
by his mutinous crew. 

Such names as Hayes river, York factory, Gillam island and Churchill 
river, go back to the years near 1670, when the Hudson’s Bay Company was 
formed and Ruperts Land, of which Manitoba now forms a part, was designated 
after the first Governor of the Company, Prince Rupert (1619-82). The name 
Ruperts Land is preserved as that of a provincial constituency. 

Portage la Prairie and Fort Rouge recall the entry in the 1730’s into 
the province of La Verendrye and his sons from lake Superior and Lake 
of the Woods. The name St. Martin islands, lake Winnipeg, also originated 
during the French period of activity. Few British names inland are met with 
for a number of years following the conquest of Canada in 1759. The map 
of the world in Cook’s Third Voyage, published in 1784, shows little more than 
Ceader (Cedar) lake and Knee lake. 

Such was the activity, however, of the British fur traders, both from Mont¬ 
real and from Hudson bay, that British names are quite numerous on Arrow- 
smith’s map of 1795 which shows, for example, Split lake, Plavgreen lake, 
Burntwood river, Red river, Red Deer river and Swan river. Subsequent 
names also due to the fur traders, are Brandon and Fort Garry. 
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Place-names recall the cession by the Hudson’s Bay Company to Thomas 
Douglas, Karl of Selkirk, of a large territory along the Bed and Assiniboine 
rivers in 1811 and the colonizing efforts of “the most remarkable man in the 
annals of immigration in Canada.” From the Red river, the colony which 
Selkirk planted was called the Red River Settlement; from the Assiniboine 
river, his domain received the name Assiniboia district. The province of 
Manitoba was created in 1870 on the eve of the transfer of Ruperts Rand and 
the Northwest Territories to the Dominion. The boundaries of the province 
were enlarged to the present size in 1012 at the expense of Keewatin district 
of the Northwest Territories. The name Manitoba had been used, however, 
its a territorial designation two years before the creation of the province. In 
1808 Thomas Silence had persuaded a few people to join him tit Portage la Prairie 
and had organized a government to be altogether distinct from that of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. His name for it was the Republic of Manitoba 
(Begg, History of the Northwest, 1.362). 

Settlement names of later origin peculiar to Manitoba tire those given by 
Icelandic settlers commemorative of places in their native island and of their 
traditions* and those given by Mennonite settlers most of which repeat in the 
newer settlements the names of similar villages in Russia. The point and 
appropriateness of the new descriptive names likely belong more to the old 
villages than to the new. But the names all mean something, and many of 
them are rich in poetic meaning and feeling as well as in association. Surely 
one would rather live in a village so named than in one named by a barbaric 
combination of meaningless words. 

Many of the Indian names now firmly established are due to officers of 
the Geological Survey, including Dr. R. Bell in the 1870’s and Dr. J. B. Tyrrell 
and Dr. D. B. Dowling in the 1880’s, who, in travelling through the province 
found that the English names in use were for the most part duplicates of other 
names used in the Northwest. They adopted the Indian names and by placing 
them on their maps have secured their permanence. 

The publication is not a gazetteer of all the place-names in Manitoba, but 
is a selected list which embodies the principal names, and includes those of 
all cities, towns, villages and municipalities, all post offices, all railway stations 
and the names of many of the rivers and lakes as well as the names of fur-trading 
posts. For the purpose of the compilation the smaller places having both a 
railway station and a post office are called villages. An endeavour has been 
marie to give the date of the first occurrence of names, as this sometimes fur¬ 
nishes a complete explanation. The adjacent railway stations, Baden, Powell 
and Mafeking, for example, were named in 1904. at the conclusion of the South 
African war, after General Baden Powell, the defender of Mafeking. 

Many names of villages, post offices and railway stations are listed without 
explanation. The Board will appreciate any communication which may throw 
light on the meaning of these names. There may be errors in the information 
given in this publication and names that have interesting associations may 
have been omitted. If any such case should be noticed, the Board will be glad 
to have its attention called to it. 

It should be noted that the manuscript for this publication was entirely 
prepared by the late Mr. It. Douglas, Secretary of the Geographic Board of 
Canada, whose death occurred before the proofs were received. The final 
proofing and checking were performed by Mr. J. N. Wallace of the staff of the 
Geodetic Survey, Department of the Interior.

Wm. Aiken, Hudson’s Bay (Jo. trader, who was in charge at Split lake,

Albert; C.N.H. station 13-7-E (192b;. 

Albert; municipality, west of Bernice (190b’); after II. R. II. Albert Edward, 
Prince of Wales, later Edward VII. 

Alcester; G.N.lt. station. 4-20-1; after Alcester, parish, Dorsetshire or Alcester, 
parish. Warwickshire, England. 

Alcrest; C.N.H. station, St. Charles parish, (192S). 

Alexander; village, 10-21-1 (C.P.R. 1S82) and slough 9-22-1; after Alexander 
Speers, early settler. 

Alfretta; C.N.R. station, lb-23-1 (1910); named by R. Van Norman, early 
settler, after a niece. 

Algar; C.N.R. station, 9-24-1 (i90S). 

Allegra; P.O., 14-9-E (1918); after Laughing Allcgra in Longfellow’s poem 
The Children’s Hour', name suggested as symbolic of the joy of lite by the 
first teacher in Bonar Law school district, Mrs. Dora (Halstead) Campbell. 

Alloway; C.P.R. station, 12-22-1; after Wm. F. Alloway, of the pioneer bank¬ 
ing firm, Alloway & Champion; died at Winnipeg, February 2, 1930, aged 79. 

Almasippi; P.O., 7-0-1 (188b); formerly the district was nearly all under water 
and tremendous crops of hay were gathered; the latter part of the name is 
presumably sippi, Cree Indian for “river.” 

Alonsa; village, 21-11-1 (C.N.R, 1922); after Alonsa Phillips, engineer, who 
surveyed the townsite. 

Alpha; C.N.R. station, 12-7-1 (1904); the “first” siding on the Delta sub¬ 
division; alpha and delta are the first and fourth letters of the Greek alpha¬ 
bet: also commemorating the Alpha, one of two steamers which in 1880 
plied on the Assiriiboine river between Winnipeg and fort Ellice. 

Altamont; village, 5-8-1 (1894); intended to mean “high mountain,” “top of 
the Hill”; descriptive name; the post office name prior to 1894 was Alta. 

Altbergthal; Mennonitc village, 2-2-1; German for “old mountain vale.” 

Altona ; village, 2-1-1 (C.P.R. 1894); there are four post offices of the name 
in the United States; Altona is a city in Germany; the meaning is “old 
fertile plain.” 

Amanda; C.N.R. station, 19-7-E (1918). 

Amaranth; village, 18-10-1 (P.O. 1911); after Amaranth, Ontario, former 
. home of Robert Johnson, early settler. 
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Ameer; C.P.ll. station, 15-18-1 (1910); formerly East Summit. 

Amery; II.B.Il. station at miles 350-00 from The Pas (1928); after lit. Hon. 
L. C. M. S. Amery, then Secretary of State for the Dominions. 

Ami island, lake Winnipegosis, 40-27-1; named, 1889, by J. R. Tyrrell of the 
Geological Survey after his colleague, Dr. II. M. Ami. 

Amista asinee or Great Stone; Ilayes river “distant from the fort (York) 
21 miles,” where Anthony Hendry put. up for the night, 1754; may be Twenty- 
mile island of some modern maps. 

Amphibian; lake, 34-3-1 (1920); after type of aeroplane used in photographing 
the area. 

Anderson; lake, 30-0-1 (1917); after II. J. Anderson, member of survey ptrty 
of J. E. Jackson, D.L.S. 

Anderson; lake 08-17-1 (1919) after a trapper. 

Anderson; point, Washow bay, lake Winnipeg; named, 1899, by D. B. Dowling 
of the Geological Survey after his boatman. 

Angusville; village; 20-20-1 (C.N.Il. 1909); after John, Frank and William 
Angus, early settlers: P.O. name Snake Creek till 1910. 

Anola; village, 10-6-E (C.N.Il. 1923); invented name, earlier Richland. P.O. 

Antler; river, Souris river, 2-27-1. 

Apeganau; river, Burnt wood river; Indian name meaning “hip bones.” 

Apussigamasi; lake, 79-2-1, Burnt wood river; Apussigarna lake on Arrowsmith 
map, 1790. 

Arbakka; P.O., 1-S-E (1904); Icelandic name meaning “river bank.” 

Arborg; village, 22-2-E (1911) earlier Ardal; both names are Icelandic; arborg 
meaning “river town” and ardal “river dale.” 

Archie; municipality (1883): after Archibald McDonald, then Hudson’s Bay 
Co., chief factor at fort Ellice; retired 1911; died 1915. 

Arden; village, 15-14-1 (before 1883); after the residence in Yorkshire, England, 
of the father of E. W. Stobart, wholesale dry goods merchant, Winnipeg, 
who was prominent in the organisation of the Manitoba and Northwestern 
Rv.; the earlier name of the district was Beautiful Plains. 

Argue; C.N.Il. station; 5-23-1 (1904): after James Argue, then member of the 
Legislative Assembly for Avondale. 

Argyle; village 14-1-E., and municipality; Argvle was a “new settlement,” in 
1874; presumably after Argyllshire (Argyleshirc), Scotland. 

Arizona; C.N.Il. station, 10-12-E. (J905); after Arizona, U.S., so named, 
prior to the railway, humorously because of its remoteness from older 
settlements. 

Armit; lake and river, 46-29-1: after David Armit, chief trader, Hudson’s 
Bay Co., in charge of Manitoba House in 1889, when the lake and river were 
surveyed and named by J. B. Tyrrell. 

Armstrong; municipality, west of lake Winnipeg (1917); after Hon. J. W. 
Armstrong, then Provincial Treasurer and Municipal Commissioner. 

Armstrong; lake and river, Nelson river, 78-6-E.; after H. W. D. Armstrong, 
chief engineer, on construction of the Hudson Bay Railway, 1912. 
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Arnaud; village, 3-3-E. (C.P.R. 1877); misspelling for Aulneau; after Father 
Aulncau, S.J., missionary associated with La Vercndrvo, the famous French 
Canadian explorer of the present Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Dakota; 
the missionary with 20 others was killed by Sioux Indians on Massacre 
island, lake of the Woods, S June, 1730. 

Arnes; C.P.R. village, 21-4-E.; Icelandic name meaning “river point”; settled 
by Icelanders in 1870 when Indians lived in huts on the river banks. 

Arnot; IT.B.R. station at mile 230-93 from The Pas (1928); after Win. Arnot, 
14 years in charge of railway water supply. 

Arona; C.N.R. station, 12-7-1 (1908); after Arona, Penn.; heads a series 
of station names beginning with consecutive letters of the alphabet; compare 
Bloom, Cave, Deer, Exira, etc. 

Arrow; river. Assiniboine river, 13-20-1; name on Arrowsmith map, 1821; 
probably so called because the Indians made arrows from the service berry 
trees on its banks. 

Arrow River; village, 13-20-1. 

Artery; lake, lat. '>1° 20', Ontario boundary; because it drains into Bloodvcin 
river. 

Arthur; provincial constituency and municipality, south of Melita (1883); 
after II.R.II. Prince Arthur, Duke of Connaught. 

Ash House; North West Co. trading post on Souris river, probably near or 
opposite the village of Hartney; Cones says the house was built in 1795 
and abandoned in the spring of 179(i; “from the plenty of those fine trees.” 
D. Thompson. 

Asham; point, lake Manitoba. 2G-12-1; named by J. B. Tyrrell, 1SS9, after 
one of his eanoemen. 

Ashbury; C.N.R. station, 10-22-1. 

Ashdown; C.N.R. station (1904); after James IT. Ashdown (1844-1924), 
native of London, England: reached Winnipeg, ISOS; merchant and philan¬ 
thropist; prisoner of Riel, 1870. 

Ashern; village. 2f>-7-l (C.N.R. 1911); after A. S. Hern, timekeeper when the 
railway was built. 

Ashkirk; P.O., 27-9-1 (1918); after Ernest Ashley, postmaster. 

Ashville; village 25-21-1 (P.O. 1901); after Isaac Ash, early settler from Ireland. 

Asippitti; river, Burnt wood river. 

Assapan; lake, lat. 52 c 26', Ontario boundary; also river, Poplar river; synonym 
for “flying squirrel” which is the local name. 

Assean; river, Split lake, Asseyan R. on Arrowsmith map, 1790; Cree Indian 
name meaning “stony”. 

Assiniboia; provincial constituency and municipality, in the vicinity of 
Winnipeg; Assiniboia was tho name given to the grant of 110,000 square 
miles made by the Hudson’s Bay Co. to Lord Selkirk in 1811; Miles Mc- 
Donell was appointed “Governor of the District of Assiniboia” in June, 1811. 

Assiniboine; river. Red river. The name commemorates the Assiniboine 
Indians called by La Verendrye, 1730 “Assiniboils” and by Governor Knight 
of York factory 1715 “Stone Indians”. Assiniboine is the name of an 
Indian tribe and is derived from aft-sine a stone and bwan, native name of 
the Sioux, hence Stony Sioux; name possibly giver, because they used heated 
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Moiics in cooking their food. Du Creux’s map of 1660 shows Assinipoualaeus 
11. connecting hike Nipigon with other lakes lo the west. On Ghutelain’s 
map of 171!) lake of the Woods is called “hie des Assenipoils” and Pigeon 
liver “R. des Assenipoils”, while Chaus.segros de fairy’s map 1731 shows 
“hie Ouinipigon oil des Assinibouenes"; all these names betoken the presence 
of the Assiniboine Indians at or near these places. On Chaus.segros de Lory's 
map, 1734, the Assiniboine river is called “riviere St. Charles”. The first 
occurrence of the name “riviere des Assibiboilles" is in La Verciidrve’s 
journal for 1738-39; La Verendrye also refers to the forks of the Assiniboine 
and Red rivers as “la fourche des Assiliboiles”. David Thompson uses 
the name Stone Indian river; the names Red or Upper Red river also occur 
in early maps and journals. Henry Kelsey in his journal 0 August, 1091, 
refers to a river “Midi . .", which word may be miskwa. meaning red. 
and refer to the Assiniboine. In his life of Verendrye, St. Boniface, 1910, 
Prud'homme says: “If we accept the tradition prevailing among the Indians, 
the Assiniboine River was in former times called the Castor (Beaver) River. 
The first explorers who understood but imperfectly the Croc dialect, mistook 
‘Amusqua Sipi’, which means Beaver River, for ‘Misqua Sipi’, which means 
Red River. But the north arm of the Assiniboine nevertheless, kept its 
name of Beaver River, Amusqua. the name which it has kept till the present 
day. But, while the notion existing at that time was that the Red River 
emptied into the Assiniboine at Winnipeg, La Verendrye called that part 
of the Red known in that period as ‘La Sablonnierc’, extending from the 
city of Winnipeg to Lake Winnipeg, ‘Misqua Sipi’, or Red River. lie 
changed the name of the Assiniboine from the old designation to the one it 
now bears, out of consideration for the Assiniboine nation through whose 
hunting grounds it flows.” 

Assinika; lake, lat. 52° lo'. long. 95° 45', and river, Poplar river; Orce Indian 
for “stony”. 

Aswapiswanan ; lake, lat. 34' lo', long. 95° 45': Cree Indian name meaning 
“watching for swans”. 

Athapap; C.N.Il. station. Flinflon subdivision (1929); corruption of Atlia- 

j papuskow. 

j Athapapuskow ; lake and river, ti4-2S-l; Cree Indian name meaning “rock 

■ on both sides”. 

Atik; C’.N.R. station, Flinflon subdivision (1929); Cree Indian name for 
“caribou”. 

Atikameg; lake, northeast of The Pas. Cree Indian name meaning “whitefish”. 

Atim; lake, 40-13-1; Cree Indian name meaning “dog”. 

Atkinson; point, mouth of Winnipeg river (1926); after a family of the name. 

Aubigny; P.O., 0-2-E. (1885). 

Austin; village, 11-11-1; named by the Marquess of Lorne, Governor General 
on his western trip, 1SS1, when the track was being laid, after Sidney Austin, 
correspondent of the London Graphic-, earlier known as Three Creeks. 

Babcock; C.N.R. station, G-S-l (1916); after the president and manager of 
the Commercial Cement Co. which has a plant here. 

Back; II.B.R. station at mile 434-9 from The Pas (1929); after Admiral Sir 
George Back (1796-1878), Arctic explorer. 
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Bad Woods; left hank of Assiniboine river, above Portage la Prairie. “A 
name given to a woody district about 30 miles long, by the buffalo hunters 
in 1862, who in consequence of the floods of ihnt year could not pass to 
their crossing place at the Grand llapids of the Assinihoinc by the Plain 
Prairie Road. There were 400 carts in the band and the hunters were 
compelled to cut a road through the forest of small aspens which form the 
Bad Woods to enable them to reach the high Buffalo Prairies. The labour 
occupied them several days and will be long remembered in the settlements 
in consequence of the misery entailed on the children and women” (Hind); 
la Grande Trcinbliorc of John Maedoncll and the younger Henry. 

Baden; C.N.R. station 44-26-1 (1004); after General Baden Powell, defender 
of Mafeking during the South African war; Powell and Mafeking are adjacent 
stations. 

Badger; village, 3-11-E. (C.N.R. 1899); after the animal: a trapping country. 

Baffin; C.N.R. station 19-10-1 (1922); presumably after Win. Baffin, the 
famous Arctic explorer; died 1622. 

Bagot; village, 11-9-1; named 1881 by the Marquess of Lome, Governor General, 
after Ids aide de camp, Oapt. the Hon. W. R. Bagot. Staffordshire Yeomanry, 
later Baron Bagot. 

Baie St. Paul; parish; there was a post office of the name in 1871. 

Baldur; village, 6-14-1 (1888); an Icelandic settlement; after Baldur, son of 
Odin, who typified the nobler qualities of hitman nature. 

Balmoral; village, 16-2-E. (P.O. 1879); after Balmoral Castle, Royal residence, 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland. 

Balsam Bay; village, 17-7-E. (P.O. 1887): from a thick grove of balsam trees. 

Banksian; river, flowing across Ontario boundary into Island lake; the Bank- 
sin n pine grows in the region. 

Bannerman; village, 1-18-1 (1906): originally a G.N.R. station name; prob¬ 
ably after lit. TT011. Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 0*30-19081, Prime 
'Minister of Great Britain 1906-08. 

Banting; village, 8-17-1 (P.O. 1896); after 9'. E. M. Banting, postmaster. 

Baragar; C.P.R. station, 10-18-1 (1928): earlier Asylum: after Dr. C. A. 
Baragar, Medical Supt., Brandon Mental Hospital. 

Barkfield; P.O., 4-6-E (1917). 

Barnsley; village, 7-1-1 (P.O. 1.887): presumably after Barnsley, Yorkshire, 
England. 

Barrier; lake, Saskatchewan boundary: name originally applied to a stream 
flowing from Cumberland lake through Barrier lake into the Saskatchewan; 
the reference is to a fishing Wier set across this stream; translation of the 
free Indian name pichi/nrnoiifni-sis. T. 

Barrows; village. 46-27-1 (P.O. 1901) ; after F. G. Barrows, secretary of lumber 
company operating on Red Deer lake. 

Bartlett; lake; named 1920 bv B. W. Waugh, D.T..S., after a fire ranger. 

Bascul; marsh, east of St. Boldface. 

Basswood; village. 16-19-1 (P.O. 1886); from a pond fringed with black poplar 
mistakenly called basswood by early travellers. 

Baudette; C.N.R. station: after nearby pioneer settlers of the name. 

Bayend; P.O., 26-12-1 (1928): near a bay of lake Manitoba. 
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Bayly; lake, 75-2-E (1921); after Cl. S. Bayly, D.L.S. 

Bayly; lake, lat, 54° 50', long. 94° 35', Wolf river (1928); after C. Bavly, 
Hudson’s Bay Co., manager at Gods lake. 

Baynham; C.N.R. station, 4-10-E (1924). 

Bayton; P.O. 20-8-1 (1913); on Watohorn bay, lake Manitoba. 

Beachside; C.P.lt. station 1S-4-E (1924); on the bcaeh of lake Winnipeg. 

Beaconia; village, 17-7-E (C.N.R. 191S). 

Beaconsfield; P.O., 6-9-1 (P.O. 1879); after Benjamin Disraeli, Earl of Bea- 
consfield (1804-81); Prime Minister of Great Britain 1808, and 1874-80. 

Beaman; P.O., 11-4-E (1914). 

Bear; lake, lat. 55° 07', long. 96° 00'; translation of the Indian name “muskwa.” 

Beardy; island, lake Winnipegosis; named about 1888 by J. B. Tyrrell, of the 
Geologieal Survey, after an Indian, John Beardy, then living on Shoal river. 

Bears; C.P.R. station (1915); after A. H. Bears, B. & B. master. 

Bears Head; hill, 12-8-1; on Hind expedition map, 1859. 

Beaudry; C.N.R. station, 10-1-1 (1908); after Father Beaudry, active in coloni¬ 
sation work. 

Beausejour; town, 12-7-E (C.P.R. 1877); French name; so given because a 
good camping place, being on rising ground. 

Beautiful Plains; provincial constituency; the present village of Arden (r/.c.) 
was known as Beautiful Plains in 1874. 

Beaver; village, 12-10-1 (P.O. 1881); on Beaver creek; resort for beaver. 

Beaver fort; Hudson’s Bay Co. post before 1821 near the mouth of Qu’Appelle 
river. 

Beckville; P.O., 19-10-1 (1913); after Lams J. Beck, postmaster. 

Bede; village, 5-26-1 (C.P.lt. 1906); Ruty P.O. name till 1925. 

Bedford; C.N.R. station, 5-9-E (1899); after the 11th Duke of Bedford. 

Begg; lake, lat. 55° 4S', long. 97° 10'; after Alex. Begg, author of History of 
the Northwest. 

Belair; village, 19-7-E (C.N.R. 1916); a euphonious name given by the district 
engineer of the railway company. 

Belanger; river, lake Winnipeg; named, 1899, by J. B. Tyrrell, after Horace 
Belanger, chief factor, Hudson’s Bay Co.; Little Black on Arrowsmith map, 
1S21; Lesser Beaver rivulet on D. Thompson map, 1813-14. 

Belcher; H. B. It. station at mile 451-5 from The Pas (1929); after Admiral 
Sir Edward Belcher (1799-1877) the noted Arctic explorer. 

Belcourt; P.O., Baic St. Paul parish; a "new settlement” in 1874; after Rev. 
G. A. Belcourt, Roman Catholic missionary, author of “Mon Itineraire du 
Lac des Deux-Montagnes a la Riviere Rouge en 1831.” 

Bell, creek, Oak lake, 8-25-1. 

Bell; lake and river, lake Winnipegosis, 43-24-1. 

Belleau House; North West Co. trading post, between Swan and Assiniboine 
rivers; in charge of Pierre Belleau in September, 1797, when visited by 
David Thompson (T). 

Belleview; village 7-25-1 (P.O. 1884). 

Bellhampton; P.O., 20-12-1 (1907); after Mrs. Bell, early settler. 

Bellsite; P.O., 42-25-1; on Bell river. 
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Belmont; village, 5-15-1; a “new settlement” in 1S7S; named at the request 
of John O. Bell, first settler, who built on a bluff and requested that the station 
be eallcd Bellsmount by the Northern Pacific Ry. Co.; P.O. name Craigilea 
till 1891. 

Benard; village, 11-3-1 (C.N.K. 1888-89); after Senator Aime Benard, who 
brought and improved a largo farm here; P.O. changed, 1912, from Beaudry- 
villc, which after Aehille Beaudry, postmaster. 

Benito; village, 34-29-1 (P.O. 1903). 

Bennett; W.S. & L.W. Ry. station, 13-2E. 

Bennett; lake, 52-10-E (1928) after the late Floyd Bennett, airman. 

I Berens; river and island, lake Winnipeg; Berens river on map of the district 
of Assiniboia, 1S11, showing Earl of Selkirk’s land grant; after Joseph Berens, 
Governor, Hudson’s Bay Co., 1812-22; the Oree Indian name is omimi sibi 
or Pigeon river, although the latter name is now applied exclusively to the 
river 7 miles south; the source of both rivers is Family lake. 

Berens River; P.O., 39-3-E (1900); also Indian reserve of Swampy Crees. 
Beresford; lake, 22-16-E., Manigotagan river, 1920; after H. G. Beresford, 
D.L.S., M.L.A., surveyor of mineral claims in the district. 

Beresford; village, 9-21-1 (P.O. 1884); probably after Lord Charles Beresford, 
commander of H.M.S. gunboat Condor during the bombardment of Alex¬ 
andria, July 11, 1882. 

Bergen; C.P.R. station, 11-2-E (1884); earlier Winnipeg West; probably after 
Bergen, city, Norway. 

Bergfeld; Mcnnonitc village, 5-5-E; described in 1876 as a “new settlement” 
German for “hill field”. 

Bergman; C.P.R. station, 2-2-1. 

Berio; P.O., 20-3-E (1913). 

Bernic; lake, 17-15-E; named about 1913 by John Francis, D.L.S.; combina¬ 
tion of parts of the names of members of his party. 

Bernice; C.P.R. station, 5-26-1 (1906). 

Berry; lake, 67-17-1. 

Bethany; village, 15-17-1 (C.N.R. 1904); early settlers came from Bethany, 
Ontario. 

Bethel; P.O., 18-18-1 (1923); name suggested by the postmaster’s brother, a 
home missionary in Manitoba. 

Beulah; village, 15-26-1 (P.O. 1882); after the novel of the same name by 
Augusta J. Evans Wilson recently read by the postmaster, W. A. Doyle. 
Beverly; G.N.R. station, 7-20-1. 

Bidou; lake, Manigotagan river (1920); after Bidou Quesnel, settler on the 
river. 

Bield; village, 26-27-1 (1913); name suggested by Rev. Andrew Chisholm, post¬ 
master; Scottish word meaning “shelter”; the village is situated in the valley 
dividing Duck mountain and Riding mountains. 

Bifrost; P.O., 22-3-1 (opened 1913, closed 1928); also municipality (1908); 
the name is taken from the Norse mythology and means the rainbow or the 
bridge that every warrior had to cross from this life to the coming life; 
only those who met their death by arms in war had the privilege of walking 
“bifrost.” 
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Bignell; Indian reserve of The Pas hand of Swampy frees, 52-23-1. 

Bignell; lake, OS-29-1; after M. Bignell, guide. 

Binney; C.P.R. stalion, 3-9-1 (1908); after B. M. Binney, roadmaster; earlier 
Sixmilo Spur. 

Binscarth; village, 19-2S-1 (P.O. 1S83); after a farm for pure-bred stork 
established in the vicinity by the Scottish, Ontario and Manitoba Land 
fo. of which William Bain Scarth was the founder and manager. 

Birch; island, lake Manitoba; northeast of Cornish island; from a bluff of 
birch trees on it. 

Birch Bay; village, 29-8-1 (P.O. 1919). 

Birch River; village, 39-20-1 (1911) and municipality. 

Bird; IT. B. IT. station at mile 347-04 from The Pas 0028); after F. W. Bird. 
M.P., for Nelson. 

Birds Hill; village, 11-4-E; (P.O. 1879); earlier Ilosenoath: after the Honour¬ 
able Curtis J. Bird, M.D., who lived and practised medicine hereabouts; 
member of the first. Provincial Legislature of Manitoba; speaker of the 
Legislature, 1873-74; died in London, England, 1870. 

Bird River; P.O., 17-13-E. (1913). 

(Birdtail; creek, Assiniboine river, 15-27-1; also P.O. 20-25-1 (1915); Bird 
Tail IT. on map of Assiniboia, 1811. 

(Birdtail Creek; Indian Reserve, of Birdtail Sioux, 15-27-1. 

Birnie; village, 17-15-1; after John Birnie, early settler; in the early 1880's 
his home was open to land seekers; a little store was opened and known as 
“Birnie’s place”. 

Birtle; town, 17-20-1, municipality and provincial constituency (P.O. 1.879): 
contraction of Birdtail. 

Bisgrove; lake. 25-20-1 (1921); after .1. F. Bisgrove, member of survev partv. 

Bissett; P.O., 23-13-E. (1927); after Dr. E. D. IT. Bissetf, M.P. for'Spring- 
field. 

Bjarnason; island, 23-10-1, lake Manitoba: after a settler who cuts hay on 
the island. 

Black; island, lake Winnipeg; Orand Island on Palliser map, 1865. 

Black; river, 21-9-E., lake Winnipeg. Black rivulet on I). Thompson map, 
1813-14. 

Blackdale; P.O., 13-3-E. (1915). 

Blank; lake, 83-1-E. (1915); a survey party under A. If. Hawkins, D.L.S., 
were advised that an old trail started from the northwest end of the lake; 
this they failed to find and having drawn blank so named the lake. 

Blanshard; municipality, west of Minnedosa (1883): after Blanshard township, 
Perth county, Ontario, whore Wm. Miller, first secretary treasurer had also 
been secretary treasurer before moving to Manitoba. 

Bloodstone; rapid, Churchill river above Sispik lake: translation of Indian 
name; probably referring to garnets in the rooks. 

Bloodvein; river, 32--6-E, lake Winnipeg; Blood rivulet on D. Thompson map 
1813-14; from the red veins in the granite of its bed. 

Bloom; C.N.R. station, 12-8-1 (1908); earlier Barr; refer to Arona. 

Bluff Creek; P.O. 21-10-1 (1910). 

Blumenfeld; Mennonite village, 1-4-1; German for “flower field”. 
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Blumengart; Mennonito village, 2-3-1: described ns a “now settlement” 
in 1870. Gcrmiin for “flower garden”. 

Blumenort; Mennonito village, 1-2-1; on ISS1 map. German for “flower 
place’’ or “flower nook’’. 

Bohdan; P.O., 29-22-1 (191 *>); Christian name of Ukraine statesman. 

fBois (lac du); lake, 15-13-E. 

Bois (pointe du); point, Winnipeg river, 15-14-E; point dos Bois on Palliser 

| Expedition map, 1805. 

Boissevain; town, 3-20-1 (ISSti); after Adolph Boissevain, senior mcmbe.i 
of the firm of Adolph Boissevain and Co. of Amsterdam, through whom, 
in the early years of the Canadian Pacific lly. Co. its shares were introduce) 1 
to European markets. 

Bone; lake, 5-17-1; this lake together with Ovcrcncl lake, Pelican lake, Lome 
lake, Louise lake, Rock lake and Swan lake of the Pembina chain were 
named by the French traders lacs des Placottes, a translation of an Indian 
name; these “flat, ribs” were really the long curved spinous processes of the 
buffalo shoulder vertebrae which support the hump, which the long narrow 
curved lakes were considered to resemble; the French name was variously 
translated into English Buffalo-rib, Flat-rib, Rib-bone (and by mistake 
Ribband) and Back-fat lakes; of all the lakes Bone Lake alone imains a 
part at least of the old name “Rib-bone”. (D.A.S.); lacs du Placottc of 
the younger Henry, 5 September, 1S00; Pembina or Rib lakes of Palliser 
Expedition map, 1865. 

Bonnet (lac du) (portage du); lake and portage, Winnipeg river; name in 
Derouen itinerary about 1760. Sir Alex. Mackenzie says the name was 
originally applied to the portage “from a custom the Indians have of crowning 
stones laid in a circle with wreaths of herbage and branches”. 

Bonnie Doon; P.O., 14-4-1; called a “new settlement” in 1878; after the 
Scottish song. 

Boss; hill, south bank of Assiniboine river in sec. 17, 10-25-1, 200 feet above 
the river; the name has also been applied in Sec. 2, 10-27-1. 

Bosshill; creek, Assiniboine river, 10-25-1; both names Boss hill and Boshill 
creek are on Palliser Expedition map, 1865. and Hind Expedition map, 1859; 
Boss hill on D. Thompson map; montagne la Bosse on map of Assiniboia, 
1811; the hill gave its name to the North West Co. trading post built about 
1790; this was so well known that Larocque calls the Assiniboine river 
Riviere Fort de la Bosse; refer to Montagne a la Bossc. 

Bottle; lake, 19-20-1; translation of the Indian name. 

Boulton; municipality, east of Dropmore (1884); after Lt.-Col. the Hon. 
Charles Arkell Boulton (1841-1900), who began farming here in 1881; took 
a very active part in opposition to the Riel rebellions of 1S69-70 and 1885; 
author of Reminiscences of the Northwest Rebellion, Toronto, 1886; Senator, 
1889. 

Boundary; creek, 3| miles south of Ilusavick; part of the boundary between 
the municipalities of Gimli and St. Andrews. 

Boundary Park; C.P.R. station, 18-4-E (1909); near the boundary of the 
property owned by the railway company. 

Bourbon; river. Refer to Saskatchewan.

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Bowden; lake, GS-S-1; after W. A. Bowden, some time Chief Engineer, Depart¬ 
ment of Railways and Canals, Ottawa. 

Bowsman; river and village, 3S-27-1 (P.O. 1901); named bv J. B. Tyrrell, 
after the bowsman of his canoe. 

Boyne; river. Refer to Morris. 

Brabant; point, lake Winnipegosis, 36-17-1, named by J. B. Tyrrell, after 
A. G. Brabant, fur commissioner, Hudson’s Bay Co., died 1928, who in 
1S89 was in charge of a fur trading post on the west side of Lake Winnipegosis. 

Bracken; lake, 51-18-1; after Hon. John Bracken, Premier of Manitoba. 

Bradburn; lake, lat. 52° 12', Ontario-Manitoba boundary; after Philip Brad- 
burn, member of Boundary Survey party, 1922. 

Bradburn; G.N.IL station, 7-5-1. 

fBradbury; C.P.R. station, 13-5-E; after the late Hon. G. H. Bradbury, 

I member of t.hc Senate of Canada. 

I Bradbury; river, 34-5-E; lake Winnipeg (1915); Split river is the name on 

[ Palliser Expedition map, 1865. 

Bradwardine; village, 12-22-1 (P.O. 1884); after a character in Sir Walter 
Scott’s novel “Wavcrlcy”. 

Brandon; city, 10-19-1; P.O. opened 1 November, 1880; refer to Brandon House. 

Brandon; hills, 8-18-1; Deers head hill of the younger Henry; Moose Head 
mountains or Blue hills of Brandon on Hind Expedition map, 1859. 

Brandon House; the Hudson's Bay Company’s post in the area centering 
at the mouth of the Souris River, which gave its name to the present city 
of Brandon had three sites; it was founded in the fall of 1793 by Donald 
(or Mad) McKay on the south bank of the Assiniboine river about two miles 
above the mouth of the Souris river. Later it was moved to the north bank 
and here it continued until about 1818, when on account of half-breed 
raids during the “Pcmmican War” it was moved to the south side of the 
river and so near that the two sites arc actually in the same quarter-section, 
though with the river between them. After the amalgamation of the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Co. with the North West Co. in 1S21 the earlier site was again 
occupied until 1824, when it was finally abandoned; in October 1828 a 
third site was chosen about 12 miles up the river in w r hat is now the N.E.-J, 
section 29 of 9-17-1, as the crow flies about ten miles below the present city; 
the fort then built by Francis Heron was occupied until 1832 when it was 
finally abandoned. (D. A. Stewart.) Brandon House was probably named 
after the Sth Duke of Hamilton (1756-99), the head of the house of Douglas, 
who in 17S2 took his seat in the House of Lords as Duke of Brandon, Suffolk, 
England. Everything goes to show that the family held largely of Hudson’s 
Bay Co. stock before Thos. Douglas, fifth Earl of Selkirk, came into his 
inheritance in 1799 and that he was led to take steps to visit Ruperts Land 
from this circumstance. 

Breland; lake, lat. 55° 00', long. 96° 10'; after Pascal Breland, who was ad¬ 
mitted Councillor of Assiniboia, 1857. 

Brenda; municipality, west of Deloraine (1900); after Brenda, daughter of 
Major A. Cates of Napinka, who took an active part in having the munici¬ 
pality incorporated; Brenda is one of the characters in Sir Walter Scott’s 
novel The Pirate. 
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Brereton; lake and C.N.R. station 10-14-E; lake known by this name in 1882; 
after Capt. Brereton, a supply officer during the construction of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Ry. 

Bridgar; H.B.R. station at mile 218-85 from The Pas (192S); after John 
Bridgar, Governor in 1682 of Hudson’s Bay Co. post, later known as York 
factory. 

Brightstone; P.O., 15-10-E (1913); after a nearby stony hill from which one 
can see a great distance. 

Britton; lake, Loon river, lat. 55° 55', long 101° 50' (1928); after George Brit¬ 
ton, D.L.S. 

Broad Valley; village, 23-2-1 (P.O. 1909); describes the situation of the village. 

Brochet; trading post and settlement, north end of Reindeer lake; French 
for “pike.” 

Brokenhead; river, lake Winnipeg, 10-G-E; name on Palliscr Expedition map, 
1865; R a la Tete Ouverte on Andrew Russell map, 1858; the river has two 
heads. 

Brokenhead; P.O., 14-8-E (1SS6); and municipality. 

Brookdale; village, 12-16-1 (P.O. 1882); a creek runs through the district. 

Brooklands; village; a brook flows through the village. 

Broomhill; village, 5-27-1 (P.O. 1892); the name refers to broom on a knoll, 
which later was killed by frost. 

Brown; P.O., 1-6-1; after H. B. Brown, Morden, one time hotel-keeper. 

Brown Bear; peak, about 23-17-1; shown on Hind Expedition map, 1859. 

Bru; P.O., 6-13-1; Icelandic name meaning “bridge”; referring to a bridge 
built across Oak creek which runs through the settlement; the P.O. was near 
the bridge; now closed. 

Brumlie; village, 15-22-1 (C.N.R. 1911); name suggested by D. Saunders, a 
Scottish settler; Hyndman P.O. name till 1920; may be after Broomlee seat 
and railway station, Peeblesshire, Scotland. 

Bruneau; lake, lat. 55° 02', long. 98' 10'; after Francois Bruneau, admitted 
Councillor of Assiniboia, 1853. 

Brunkild; village, 7-1-1 (P.O. 1903); Brunhild in Norse legend is a Valkyr 
who won Sigurd for Gunnar. 

Bruxelles; P.O., 6-11-1; after the capital of Belgium; a Belgian settlement 
started in 1S92. 

Buchan; C.P.R. station, 13-9-E (1901); after Lt.-Col. Lawrence Buchan, who 
served with the 90th Regiment in the Rebellion of 1885. 

Buckingham; lake, lat. 55° 43', long. 97° 15'; after Wm. Buckingham, founder 
with Wm. Caldwell, of the Nor-wester, the first newspaper in Manitoba. 

Budd; H.B. station, at mile 30-0S from The Pas (1928); after Rev. Henry Budd, 
early Church of England missionary, ordained 1852. 

Buffalo; bay and point, 1-17-E, lake of the Woods; a buffalo which had strayed 
from the plains was killed at the point. (J. J. Bigsby, The Shoe and Canoe, 
1850). 

Buffalo Point; I.R., 1-17-E, of Northwest Angle band. 

Buffaloes’ Tent; a spot on Plum river, described by the younger Henry, 28 
August, 1S00, as “where a few stunted willows and chance elms grow half¬ 
way between Pembina mountains and Red river.”

51° 21', Ontario-Manitoba boundary; after Edward Burris-, 
member of Boundary survey party, 1922. 

Burton; island, west of Borens island, lake Winnipeg (1903); after the tun 
Frank Jimion. 

Bushkega; island, lake Winnipeg: also point on mainland to south, 3(3-3-i: 
Bushkega Is. on Palliscr Expedition map, 18(35; Bushkeega pt. on Hind 
Expedition map, 1S59. 

Butler village; P.O., 9-29-1 (1908); after M. J. Butler, Deputy Minister. 
Dept, of Railways, 1905-1910; Butler Station is the P.O. name; Iola P.O. 
till 1 October, 1910. 

Button; PI.B.R. station, at mile 114-61 from The Pas (1928); after Admiral 
Sir Thomas Button who wintered in Nelson river, 1612-13, and who was the 
first to raise the British flag in what is now Manitoba. 

Byng; P.O., 23-12-1 (1922); after General Julian, 1st Viscount Byng of Yiniy, 
Governor General of Canada, 1921-26.

Cadzow; C.P.R. station, 3-20-1 (1910); Cadzow is a village in Lanarkshire, 
Scotland; near are the ruins of Cadzow castle, the original baronial residence 
of the Hamilton family. 

Caleb; point, lake Manitoba, 1S-9-1; after Caleb Anderson, early settler. 

Calf; mountain, 3-7-1; the Calf’s Tent hill is the name on Hind Expedition 
map, 1S59; the younger Henry, August 28, 1800, calls it Buffalo Head and 
15 August, 1807, 'fete de Boeuf. 
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Calico; island, Saskatchewan river, 48-15-1; “so named in IS72, when (he first 
river steamer went to pieces in the rapids and her cargo containing a large 
quantity of calico was spread out upon the island to dry” (Russell; Explora¬ 
tions in Far North, p. 33). 

Caliento; village, 2-8-14 (C.N.R. 1007); Icelandic for “village.” 

Calrin; C.N.IL station-, 10-1-1 (1911). 

Cameron; hay, 40-21-1. lake Winnipegosis. 

Cameron; municipality, Souris river; after the lion. ,). D. Cameron. Aitornev 
General of the Province, 1890-1900. 

Cameron; village, 1-27-1 (1903); after A. E. Cameron of (’ameron and Duncan, 
implement dealers, Melita, owner of th<; land on which the village is -honied. 

Camper; village, 24-O-J (C.N.R. 191 D; after the Rev. Eat her Camper. < >.M.I., 
who visited the village as a missionary during a "period of mom (hunt hirf y years. 

Campervilie; P.O., On-19-1 (1905). 

Camp Hughes; O.P.R. station, 10-10-1 (1915): after Genera! Sir Sam Hughe--: 
earlier Sewell, which name was given in 1881 hv the Marquess of Lome, 
Governor General, after a member of his staff, Capt. Sowell. 

Camp Morton; village, 20-1-E (192-1); earlier Faxa: Haas was the P.O. name 
lill 1925; after Father Morton, parish priest, St. Mary's church, Winnipeg, 
who erected buildings here to serve as a summer resort for hoys and girls. 

Carberrv; town, 10-14-1 (18S2); after Carberrv, tower. Musselburgh, Scotland, 
seat of Lord Elpliinstonc; named by J. .1, Hill, when going over the Canadian 
Pacific railway, during construction, with other directors and Lord Elphin- 
stone: De Wiuton was the P.O. name from 1XS1 to ]SS2. 

Cardale; village, 14-21-1 (C.N.R. 1911); after .lohn Cardale, early settler. 

Cardinal; village, 0-9-1. 

Carey; village. 5-4-E (C.P.R. 1900); after the owner of the land. 

Carillon; provincial constituency: after fort Carillon, lake Champlain, which 
was successfully defended by Montcalm against the British in 1758. 

Carlowrie; P.O., 3-4-E: after Carlowrie castle. Linlithgowshire, Scotland. 

Carman; town, 0-5-1 (P.O. 1880): after Rev. Albert Carman, D.D., who in 
1SS0 was stationed in Belleville and was Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Canada. 

Carnegie; village, 11-20-1 (P.O. 1908); after Wm, Carnegie, owner of land, 
second cousin of Andrew Carnegie, the ironmaster. 

Carrick; C.N.IL station, 3-11-TO (1908); after Lb-Col. J. J. Garrick, ox- 
Mayor of Port Arthur, who at the time represented Port Arthur in tlm 
Ontario Legislative Assembly; earlier Spurgrave; Spurgrave P.O. is here. 

Carroll; lake, lat. 51° 00', Ontario boundary; after John Carroll, D.L.S., 
member of Boundary survey party, 1921-22. 

Carroll; village, 7-19-1; after A. II. Carroll, postmaster; called Carrolton 
from 1S84 to 1S93. 

Carrot; river, Saskatchewan river; name used by the younger Henry, 24 
August, 1808; Root R. on Palliser Expedition map, 1805: after the wild 
root, psoralea esculenla, the esquebois or ponime do terre of tiic French 
halfbreeds, which is white when skinned and “when boiled is tolerably 
good eating”; Prud’homme suggests that the river was named by the younger 
La Vercndrye about 1750. 
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Carscallen; point, 38-0-1, lake Winnipeg. 

Cartier; C.N.R. station smith of Winnipeg (1904) and municipality west of 
Winnipeg; after Sir George Cartier, 1S14-73, one of the fathers of Con¬ 
federation. 

Cartwright; village, 2-14-1 (P.O. 1882); after Hon. Sir Richard John Cart¬ 
wright, Dominion Minister of Finance, 1873-78. 

Castle Point; P.O., 10-13-1 (1923). 

Cat; head, lake Winnipeg, 30-1-1. Cat head on map of Assiniboia, 1811; 
tele aux Pishaux, the younger Henry, 17 August, ISOS; “some of the Swampys 
say Cat Head is so named because an Indian hunter was killed there by falling 
over the precipice while chasing a wild cat or lynx. The profile of the 
upper or overhanging portion of the cliff bears a singular resemblance to 
the ‘cat head’ of a ship.” (J. A. Fleming.) 

Catfish; river and point, lake Winnipeg; river name on Fidler map. 

Cat-fishing; lake, hit. 50° 35', long. 95° 25'; translation of the Grec Indian 
name •pisew pikwagan sahnliiijan, “lvnx-fishing lake”. 

Cauchon; lake, lat 55° 25', long. 90° 30' (1930); after Hon. J. E. Cauchon, 
(1810-85), Lt. Governor of Manitoba, 1877-82; an ardent supporter of 
Confederation; author of “U Union des Provinces de VAmeriquc Britannique 
dn Nord”. 

Cavanagh; lake, hit. 51° 52', Ontario-Manitoba boundary; after John Cav- 
anagh, member of the Boundary Survey party, 1922. 

Cawdor; C.N.R. station, 14-9-1 (1907); formerly known as The Landing; 
after Lord Cawdor or after Cawdor castle, Nairn, Scotland. 

Caye; C.N.R. station, 12-9-1 (1908); after Geo. W. Cave, purchasing agent, 
Grand Trunk Pacific Ily., later assistant to the Vice-President and General 
Manager; refer to Arona. 

Cayer; P.O., 20-12-1 (1914); after N. K. Cayer, postmaster. 

{ Cedar; lake; “this lake takes its name from the small Cedar Wood growing 
on its banks and which is not found further north or eastward". (D. Thomp¬ 
son’s Narrative, J. B. Tyrrell, p. 435) known to the French as lac Bourbon; 
lac Bourbon or Cedar lake, the younger Henry, 21 August, 1808. 

Cedar Lake; P.O. (1905).

Charlette; lake, lat. 55° 08', long. 101° 04'; after Philippe Charlette, an Indian 
who ivas the first to stake claims at the lake. 

Chater; village, 10-18-1 (C.P.R. 1881); name suggested by the Marquess of 
Lome, Governor General of Canada after his aide de camp, Capt. Vernon 
Chater, 91st Argyllshire Highlanders; the Marquess visited Manitoba in 
1881. 

Chatfield; lake and village, 21-1-1; also municipality; after Geo. H. Chatfield, 
postmaster; P.O. opened 1905. 
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Chatham House; Hudson’s Bay Co. trading post on Wintering lake; Win. 
Cook was there 1792 (Tyrrell, Thompson, lxvi); shown on Arrowstnith 
map, 1821. 

Chemahawin; Indian reserve of Swampy Crocs, Cedar lake; Cree Indian 
name meaning “seine-net fishing place”. 

Cherry; island, lake Manitoba; from the wild cherries on it. 

Chesnaye; II.B.lt. station, at mile 409-87 from The Pas (1929); after Aubert 
de la Chesnaye, fur trader of Quebec and founder of the Compagnie du Nord 
in 1079; despatched Radisson and Groseillers in 1082 to Hayes river in the 
Ships Ste. Anne and St. Pierre. 

Chester; municipality, south of Whitewater lake. 

Childs; lake, 30-20-1; translation of Indian name. 

Chitek; lake and creek, 40-14-1; Croc Indian name meaning “pelican”; Pelican 
lake on Palliser map, 1805. 

jChortitza; Mcnnonite village, 2—1 -Id; a “new .settlement” in 1870. 

jChortitz; Mcnnonite village, 7-5-E; a “new settlement” in 1S75; after Chor- 

•! titza, the Russian peninsula, on which, more than 150 years ago, the first 
Mcnnonite village and settlement in Russia was founded and which became 

> the headquarters of the Mennonitcs of that period. 

Christie; C.N.R. station, 1-2-E (1904); after George Christie, landowner and 
farmer. 

Chumah; C.P.ll. station, 14-24-1; there was a post office Chumah in 1884. 

Churchill ; river, the Danish naval officer Munk wintered here 1019-20, 
whence the name Danish river; the name Churchill was given by the 
Hudson’s Bay Co. for whom Capt. John Abraham established a post from 
York factory in 1080, naming post and river after Lord Churchill, afterwards 
Duke of Marlborough, who had been elected Governor of the Company 
in the previous year; Jeremie, 1720, gives a Cree Indian name as Manotemibi 
or Stranger’s river (Mantawe sepe, Watkins), referring to the visit of the 
Danes. The oldest Indian name of the river is Missinipi or big river, a 
name that is found in the York factory journal for 1714. The river received 
another name in 1775 when Joseph Frobisher from Montreal reached its 
upper waters and intercepted Indians bound with furs for the “English” 
post (Churchill) on the bay and called it English river. The river was known 
to the Chipewyan Indians as the Tzandeze or metal river (Tyrrell, Thompson, 

p. 128).

Clausen; lake, 70-3-E.: named by A. E. Clover, D.L.S., 1921, after L. Glausen, 
a member of his survey party. 

Clayton; lake, hit. ">1° 10', near the Ontario boundary (1923); after Flying 
Officer Clayton, 1LC.A.F., who landed on this lake. 

Clear; lake, 20-19-1. 

Clearwater; river, Nelson river; translation of the Indian name. 

Clearwater; village, 2-12-1 (P.O. 1SS2); descriptive of the clear waters; com¬ 
pare Crystal City in the same township. 

Clematis; P.O., 19-1-1 (1910); after the (lower. 

Clementi; lake, S-19-1; named after Clement! Smith who used to camp here. 
(Archbishop Mathesnn). 

Gloverleaf; village, 12-7-E (G.P.IL 1911); from clover on the ridges. 

Coatstone; C.N.IL station, 2-23-1 (1911). 

Cobham; lake and river, north branch of Severn river (1929.); after Sir Allan 
Cohliatn, British airman. 

Colby; C.N.IL station, 17-12-1 (191G); after an early settler. 

Cold Springs ; P.O., 20-5-1 (P.O. 1889-92). 

Coldwell; lake, lat. 55° 2.V, long. 97° IS', after Win. Coldwell. founder with 
Wm. Buckingham of the Nor'Wcsiw, the first newspaper in Manitoba. 

Coldwell; municipality, east of lake Manitoba (1912); after George Coldwell. 
then Municipal Commissioner of Manitoba, afterwards Minister of Educa- 

Coleman; island, Sagetnaee buy, lake Winnipogosis; named by J. B. Tyrrell 
after Prof. A. P. Coleman, Toronto, the geologist. 

Colen ; lake, lat. 5-1° 35', long. 9.5° 30' (192S); after Joseph Colon. Hudson's 
Bay Co. governor, York factory, 179S. 

Colony; crook, so known 1S74. 

Colony; point, lake Winnipeg; so named on account of the Earl of Selkirk’s 
colonists having remained here several days on their way to Bed River 
(King. Narrative of a Journey to the Arctic). 

Commissioner; island, lake Winnipeg, south of Borens island. 

Conjuring; creek, Assiniboinc river, 21-29-1; Hudson's Bay Co. Shell rivet- 
post shown here on 1SS1 map. 

Connolly; hike, 51-23-1 (1927); after Wm. Connolly, North West Co.; stationed 
at Cumberland House, 1819. 

fCook; creek, Red river, 13-5-E; after Joseph Cook, settler .about 1833, died 

^ about 185(1; Sahetchwon R. on Andrew Russell map, 1858. 

I Cooks Creek; P.O., 12-5-E (P.O. 1873); empties into Red river near where 

[ Robert and Charles Cook lived. 

Cook; lake, 08-18-1; after Jacob Cook, guide. 

Cook; lake, 7C-2-E; after Wm. Cook, Hudson's Bay Co. trader, 1800. 

Cordova; village, 13-17-1 (1890); suggested by Hugh Jamieson, postmaster; 
presumably after Cordova, Spain. 

Corley; lake, G8-20-1 (1918); named by F. J. Alcock of the Geological Survey 
after his assistant. 
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Cormorant; lake. (>0-23-1: translation of the- Indian name. 

Cormorant; II.B.R. station at mile -1.V40 from Tim I ’as (1928). 

Cornish; island, lake Manitoba; after a man who fished and lived there. 

Cornwallis; municipality (1881): after a surveyor who conducted a survey 
party under General Ross about 1SS1-83. 

Cossar; C.P.R. station, 12-21-1 (1928). 

Costes; lake, 55-2-E, McLaughlin river, 1928: after French airman. 

Coulter; village, 2-27-1 (1893): after F. Coulter, postmaster. 

Courcliesne; point, Winnipeg river, (1920); after early settlers, of the name. 

Cowan; river, Cormorant lake 0901); after George Cowan, settler. 

Cowan; village, 35-23-1 fC.N.R. 1901): after William .James Cowan (1850- ) 
Ry. contractor. 

Cracknell; village, 22-28-1 (1928): after Ed. Craeknell. conductor. Canadian 
Pacific Rv„ Fort William, who was awarded the military medal, with bar. 
in the World war. 

Cram; creek, 14-7-W; corruption of cramp, a traveller was seized with cramp 
while crossing the stream; name on Department of the Interior man, 1.875. 

Cranberry; lake, 05-25-1; Arrowsmith map, 179t>, has “Cranhury carrying 
place” between these unnamed lakes and Goose lake: Cranberry lake on 
D. Thompson map, 1813-14; translation of the Cree Indian name G runugfnni 
sakahifjnn.” 

Cranberry Portage; C.X.Il. station, Flinflon subdivision (1929). 

Crandall; village, 13-25-1 (C.P.R. 1900); after Dr. J. 11. Crandall, physician 
and pioneer settler: Cnrlingville P.O. till 1901. 

Crane; lake, river and bay. lake Manitoba, 29-13-1: on Palli-or Expedition 
map, 1805; translation of Indian name. 

Crane River; P.O., 29-13-1 (1919); also Saulfoaux Indian rexm ,-e.

1«t Earl of Cromer, 
British financier and diplomat: the name of the P.O. was Elm Valley till 1911.

Cross; lake, G5-3-1, Nelson river: translation of the Cree Indian name given 
by Cocking, 1772, as Pimochickonow and meaning “it lies athwart”: Cross 
is the name on D. Thompson’s map, 1813-14.

Prairie, a connection of Custer of the Custer massacre. 

Cypress; provincial constituency. 

Cypress; river, Assiniboine river, 8-11-1; name on Palliser Expedition map, 
1805; mentioned by the younger Henry, 11 August, 1S06. 

Cypress River; village, 7-12-1; July 1887 P.O. guide says “late Littleton.” 

Cypress North; municipality, north of Carbcrry. 

Cypress South; municipality, south of Carbcrry. 

Dacotah; village, 10-2-1 (P.O. 1903); after the Dakota (Dacotah) Indians; 
named by Northern Pacific Ry. 

Dafoe; lake, lat. 55° 45', long. 90° 15'; after J. W. Dafoe, editor, Manitoba Free 
Press. 

Dallas; P.O. 28-1-1 (1913); named by P.O. Dept,, Ottawa. 

Dalny; C.P.R. station 2-2G-1 (1905); earlier Corona; after Dalny, seapovt, 
near Port Arthur, China, prominent in the Russo-Japanese war, 1904-05. 

Daly; P.O., 10-28-1 (1S8S) and municipality; after T. Mayne Daly, Minister 
of the Interior, 1S92-9G. 

Dancing; point, lake Winnipeg, 40-8-1: Broken canoe point on Arrowsmith 
map, 1821; pointe au Canot casse, the younger Henry, 18 August, 1808; 
Dancing or Broken canoe point on Palliser Expedition map, 1865; Dancing 
point on Hind Expedition map, 1859. 

Dand; village, 4-23-1 (1914). 

Darlingford; village, 3-7-1 (P.O. 1882); early settlers came from Darlington, 
Ontario. 

Darwin; C.P.R. station, 11-12-E (1877); after Charles Robert Darwin (1809- 
82), the famous scientist. 

Dauphin; lake, 25-16-1; on Palliser Expedition map, 1865; refer to Fort Dau¬ 
phin. 

Dauphin; river, flowing from lake Manitoba into lake Winnipeg, 34-5-1. 
Name on map of Assiniboia, 1811; la riviere St. Martin, Derouen itinerary; 
Dauphin or Little Saskatchewan on Hind Expedition map, 1859. 

Dauphin; town, 25-19-1 (1S97); municipality and provincial constituency; 
refer to Fort Dauphin. 

Davidson; lake, lat. 50° 27', Ontario boundary; after R. D. Davidson, D.L.S., 
member of Boundary Survey parties, 1921-22. 
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Davidson; lake, 55-15-1. 

Davis Point; P.O., 31-10-1 (1914). 

Dawson; bay, lake Winnipegosis; named I>y J. B. Tyrrell. 1889, after George M. 
Dawson, C.M.G., LL.D., then Assistant Director of the Geological Survev 
of Canada. 

Dawson Bay; Indian reserve of Lake Winnipegosis Swampy Crocs. 

Dawson; W.S.L.W. By. station, 13-2-E. 

Dawson; route, a pre-railway line of communication between Port Arthur 
and Winnipeg; after Simon James Dawson (1820-1902), who was 
appointed by the Canadian government in 1S57 to explore the country 
from lake Superior westward and in IStiS was employed to open tin; present- 
route, over which the lied Riven- expeditionary troops passed in 1S70: from 
1875 to 1878 he represented Algoma in the Ontario Legislature and from 
1878 to 1891 the same constituency in the House of Commons. The first 
stage of the route was to Shebandowan lake by a wagon road of 45 miles, 
constructed in 1S70; from Shebandowan lake, a portage of three-quarters 
of a mile led to Kashaboiwe lake, whence by a portage of a mile lac des 
Millc Lacs was reached at its south-eastern end; from Baril bay a portage 
led to Baril lake, whence Brule portage led to Windigoostigwan lake; from 
the extreme western end of this lake French portage led to French lake, 
which connected by river with Pickerel lake, whence Pine portage led to Dore 
lake and Deux Rivieres portage, and two small lakes and streams connected 
this lake with the larger body of water known as Sturgeon lake; the route 
then followed Maligne river, la Croix lake, and Xamakan river and lake 
to Rainy lake and Rainy river to the lake of the Woods; lastly a road of 
95 miles led from the Northwest Angle inlet via Oak Point settlement to 
Winnipeg (Red River settlement), a total distance of about 488 miles.

Deer; island, north of Hecla island, lake Winnipeg; name on Palliser Expedition 
map, 1865. 

Deer; lake, draining into Hayes river; “attick-sagohan or Deer lake’', Anthony 
Hendry, 1754, alik is Cree for “caribou”. 

Deerhom; village, 21-5-1 (P.O. 1906). 

Deering; point, formed by the northern sweep of the Saskatchewan below 
The Pas; named 1691 by Henry Kelsey from York factory who reached 
the Saskatchewan river by way of Moose lake in that year; identified as 
18 miles distant from a creek which may be Carrot river which he entered 
on 15 July; after the Honourable Sir Edward Dering, Deputy Governor 
of the Hudson’s Bay Co., 1685-91.

Ithcnootosequan by David Thompson and meaning “Indian elbow”. T.

Elgin; village, 0-21-1 (P.O. 1S99). 

Elgin; creek, Souris river, 7-21-1. 

Elie; village, 11-3-1 (C.N.R. 18SS-S9); after Eli Chambcrland, of St. Boniface, 
who started business in Eke in the spring of 1S99 but died in the follow¬ 
ing July. 

Elk; island, lake Winnipeg, off the mouth of Winnipeg river; I aux Biches on 
Buache map, 1754. Stag island on Arrowsmith map, 1821; named Isle du

Indians in a syllabic alphabet which he invented; these books were the 
first printed in Manitoba; copies are preserved in Victoria College, Toronto.

Faulkner; village. 2S-9-1 (C.X.R. 1914); after Frank Faulkner, Canadian 
Elevator Co. 

P'avell; river, 37-20-1: named by ,1. B. Tyrrell after Wilt. Favell. a halfbreed 
who acted as his guide on Duck Mountain in 1887. 

Faxa; C.P.R. station. 20-4-K; Haas P.O. is here.

File; lake, 08-20-1, and river, Burnt wood river; translation of the Croc Indian 
name kiskimun .stiknhiaan.

Findlay; village, 7-25-1 (C.P.R. 1893); after the maiden name of the wife of 
Alex. Leiteh, merchant, Killarney; husband, wife and four boys, 4 to 14, 
perished in the landslide at Frank, Alberta, 29 April, 1903, when 75 persons 
lost their lives.

Fort Alexander; village and Chippewa Indian reserve, Winnipeg river, near 
its entrance to lake Winnipeg. In a letter to Roderick Mackenzie, from the 
region of Cumberland House, dated 1 September, 17S7, Sir Alex. Mackenzie 
says, “I wrote you a letter at the entrance of lake Winnipeg” (Masson. 
\ ol. I. 10.) Masson says Toussaint Lesieur established a post here in 
1792; Alex. Henry the younger between 1800 and 1808 cabs this post Has 
de la Riviere and describes it as “one of the most important posts of the 
North Vest Co.” I). Thompson. 1798, calls the post Winnipeg House; 
refer to F'ort Maurepas. 

Fort Assiniboine; refer to Fort la Souris. 

Fort Bourbon; built about 1742 bv one of Verendrye’s sons on an island at 
the west side ol ( edar lake, called by the French Bourbon lake after the 
reigning dynasty ol France. 1 he post is also represented as having been 
near the mouth of Red Deer liver (which is a stream, so named from 
early years, flowing into the north end of lake Winnipegosis.) This may 
have been a second site, but it may be that the name “Red Deer river" 
was applied, in very early years, to the Saskatchewan river. In such. ease, 
both (le-criptions would refer to one site, namely, on Cedar lake near Ihe 
mouth of Saskatchewan (otherwi e called Red Deer) river. Thomas Curry 
made his head-quarters here during winter 1771-72. 

Fort Dauphin; trading post, the name given to several forts of several com¬ 
panies. The first was built in 1742 by Pierre La Verendrye on Mossy river 
and named after the then Dauphin of France: Peter Pond who appears to 
have been the first to occupy a fort of this name under the British regime 
gives the location of the post occupied by him in 177o as at the northwest 
angle of lake Dauphin. Another post, likely a Northwest Company post, 
was at the mouth of Valley river; the remains of the post are stiil to be seen. 

Fort Douglas; first Hudson's Bay Co. trading post in Winnipeg area built 
1812 on Red river at the foot of present Robert and George avenues; the 
name is that of Lord Selkirk's family; the fort was not only utilized for the

governor of 11io Selkirk colony alter the arrival of the settlers in 1X12."

Fort Ellice; Hudson’s May Co. trading post. lti-2*-l: established 1 s:1 : aban¬ 
doned 1XX9; replaced several earlier posts of the Hudson's Hay Co. and the 
North West Co., including the old Hudson’s Hay Co. post Heaver Creek: 
“built of wood and surrounded by pickets" (Falliser Id August. I*d7): aftei 
Kt. Hon. Edward F.lliec (17X1-|X(>3), Deputy Covernor, Hudson’s Hay Co., 
lsdS-tl.’L familiarly known as Hear Ellice, from his dose connection with the 
fur trade; he came to Canada in ISOM to engage in the fur trade and it was 
on his suggestion in 1*20 the union was effected.

Fort Garry; Hudson’s Hay Co. trading post; name applied to Fort Gibraltar 
(f/.r.) after the union of the Hudson's Hay Co. and the North West Co. in 
1X21; the fort was the headquarters of the company utit il lX3n, when a second

fort was demolished in !Xd2. 

Fort Garry (Lower); Hudson’s Hay Co. trading post on the wesi bank of 
Red river below St. Andrews rapids; the building of this stone walled fort 
with loopholes and bastions was commenced in 1*31 and was completed in 
1X39; the fort was built as the result, of the following resolution which was 
passed at the council meeting of the Hudson’s Ray Company's northern 
department of Ruperts Land held at York factory in 1X31):— 

"The Iv<jul>lislun'‘nf of Port Gurry tiring in n very dilapidated state-its situation not 
saflieiently centrical- -most c\-|>osr<l in the Spring Floods -and very inconvenient in regard 
to the navigation of the Hiver, and in other points of view, it is Resolved---That a new 
Establishment to bear the same mime be formed on a -ite to be seleeted near the lower end 
of the Rapids—for which purpose tradesmen be employed, or the work done by contract 
as may be found most expedient, and, as Stones and bine' are on the spot those materials 
to be used instead of timber, being cheaper and more durable." 

The first Indian treaty in the west between the Canadian government 
and the Chippewa and Swampy Cree tribes was concluded at Lower P’ort 
Garry on 3 August. 1X71: the fort has been preserved by the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. as a relic of the old Red River days: Upper and Lower Fort Garry 
were named after Nicholas Garry, Deputy Governor of the Hudson’s Bay 
Go., 1822-3o, who visited Red River settlement in 1X21.

Thompson erected a large monument, 
of oak and aspen logs on firm ground in the vicinity and connected it with 
the most northwestern point by a traverse survey. In 1X72 the site of this 
monument was found by officers of the International Boundary Commission 
of lX72-7ti only after Indians of the vicinity pointed it out. for the monument 
had almost entirely decayed. From it the most northwestern point was 
reestablished. The origin of the term "angle'’ can only be surmised. The 
first use of the term Northwest Angle known to the Ccographie Board is 
in letters dated 20 .Inly, lXfiO (Sess. paper No. 12.

In 1X1-4 (Inventor 
Thomas of the Hudson's Bay Co. stationed at York factory was informed 
that Norwegian axemen were being sent out to construct a road between 
lake Winnipeg and Hudson Bay in the belief that more goods could be 
carried bv horse and sleigh in the winter than by bo. f in the summer. The 
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Norwegians readied York factory, Hudson Hay in 1 he summer of ISl-l. 
.lust, below Playgroen lake about 25 miles from lake Winnipeg, (lunisao 
or Jack river joins Nelson river from I he east. The Hudson’s Hay Company 
had a post* here in 1S15 to which under pressure of the forces of the North 
West Company, some sixty Red River settlers led by Archibald McDonald 
retreated temporarily in June of that year. They broke their journev, 
however, at Mossy peninsula. The entry in McDonald’s journal for Id July, 
reads; ‘‘(lot to the North Wagon’s place in the morning’’. The* settler' 
went to shore here with their supplies. Shortly after this date, the Hudson'' 
Ray Company’s post at Jack river was moved to the peninsula and, hecnn-i 
situated at Norway point, became known as Norway House, a name which 
it retained when it again moved to tin 1 old and present, position, some ten 
years later. Whim the settlers, reinforced in number, returned to Red River 
with Colin Robertson in the autumn of 1S1.5, the Norwegians went with 
them to harvest the crops. The road project in connection with which 
they were brought out was found to be impracticable and was abandoned. 

Norwood Grove; suh-P.O. St. Boniface (1903).

It originated with Abbe (later 
Bishop) Joseph Norbert Provonchor who, with Bov, Severe Dunioulin 
reached Red Iiiver in 1818 to attend to the spiritual needs of the Roman 
Catholic settlers. These included members of a Swiss regiment, which under 
Lt. Colonel Do Mouron had been brought to Canada to assist in the war 
against the United States and had been stationed at Montreal for a time- 
That part of Abbe Provencher's house which was to serve as a temporary 
chapel was used for the first time as such on All Saints Day, 1818. The 
chapel was placed “under the patronage of St. Boniface, in order to draw 
Clod's blessings on the German Meurons, Catholics none too fervent, through 
the intercession of the Apostle of their nation. By extension the name was 
soon applied to the little Catholic settlement. January 15, 1819, is the 
very first time that we see that place thus denominated in Provencher’s 
correspondence.” (Morice, History of the- Catholic Church in Western Camu/a, 
Toronto, 1910.)

Saskatchewan; river entering lake Winnipeg, 48-18-1; from the Cree Indian 
word kisiskatclicinui, meaning “swift current”. The name is somewhat 
strange as the current of Hie river, although it is strong, is not so great, as to 
call for such particular note. In early years the name was applied to Nelson 
river, and possibly to Churchill river. Its application to the river now so 
calk'd is of later date and apparently originated by extending the name 
upstream, on the basis that. Nelson and Saskatchewan rivers formed one river. 
Thompson, on his map, 1818, applies the single name Saskatchewan along tin' 
whole course of the two rivers. The French used the name Pourbon as far 
upstream as Cedar lake at least. In this they were extending the name given 
by Radisson in 11582 to the estuary on Hudson bay now known as Port Nelson, 
.ieremie, writing between 1700 and 1720, assigns (n.iisisquatchiouen (the 
earliest published record of any form of this name) to a river whir, he states 
joins Rourbon (Nelson) river from tin' northwest at Split kike, coming from 
some distant great l.ake; Punches map, 1751, which purports to interpret 
.Ieremie, indicat es I hat I his was a confused reference to I hi' route by I! u rut woo, I 
river towards Reindeer and Alhabaska lakes, the upper part of Churchill 
river being supposed to drain southeast; .Ieremie seems to apply the name 
Deer river to modern Saskatchewan above Cedar iake. The earliest, name 
certainly applied to the river was Pascovae or Pastpiia. In 1750 S|. Pierre 
uses “riviere du Poskoya" for the river near The Pas; Hendry, 1751, on his 
journey inland from York Fort, eails it Kciskal chewan; Cocking, 1772, applies 
t he same name, in a varied form, to Nelson river when 1 he crossed it. a hundred 
miles below lake Winnipeg, .and also to the modern Saskatchewan near The 
Pas; Henry, the elder, 1775, when he eaters the river at its mouth in lake 
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Winnipeg, calls it “riviere de Bourbon, Pasquaynh or Saskatchewan?,” and 
higher up he calls it Bourbon, with no alternative; in the next year, 1770, 
he refers to it as “Pasquayah, Kcjeechewan or Saskntchewine”; Pond's map, 
1785, lias it marked “this river is called by ’ e Indians Pasquia”, Mackenzie's 
map, 1793-1801, has Shaskasiwin and his Journals Saskatehewinc; Harmon, 
1805, has Sisiskatchewin; Henry, the younger, 180S, entering the river at 
Grand Rapids uses the expression “Saskntchewine or, as the French call it, 
riviere du Pas”; in subsequent years the river, from its source to lake Winnipeg, 
is uniformly called Saskatchewan, this spelling being finally fixed by 
Thompson’s map, 1813. 

Saskatchewan; municipality, west of Minncdosa; from the former name (Little

Winnipeg; city; Fort Garry, Hudson’s Bay Co. fort was the nucleus of the 
city of Winnipeg; the name Winnipeg is first found on the title page of the 
Nor’Wester of 24 February, 1866; the previous issue is headed Red River 
Settlement, Assiniboia; maps of 1870 show the “town of Winnipeg”; post 
office opened in or about 1870 under the name of Fort Garry; name changed 
to Winnipeg, 1 May, 1876, when the city was incorporated. 

Winnipeg; lake; Indian name meaning “nasty water lake or sea or ocean 
lake”. T. David Thompson states more than once that the lake is called Sea 
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lake from its size; in the Jesuit Missionary Report sent home to France 
describing the happenings of the year KUO, there is a reference to the “Ouni- 
pigon’’ or “dirty people” so called because the word “ouinipeg” the name of 
the unknown sea from the shores of which they came meant “dirty water”; 
Jercmic 1720 refers to the lake as Michinipi or “big water". 

Winnipeg; river; Joseph La France who descended the river in .1740, calls it 
Ouinipiquc river. 

Winnipeg Beach; village, lake Winnipeg, also 17-4-11 (1904); also munici¬ 
pality. 

Winnipegosis; lake; Indian name meaning “Little Winnipeg”; the lake is 
referred to by Jeremie in 1720 as Oucnipigouchib; Winipegassish on Fidler 
map; Winnipegosis on map of Assiniboia, 1811. 

Winnipegosis; village, 31-18-1 (P.O. 1898); earlier Mossy River. 

Winnitoba; P.O., 10-17-E (1923); combination of Winnipeg and Manitoba. 

Wintering; lake, 74-2-1; translation of the Crec Indian name opipunupmri 
snkahigan. T. 

Wipanipanis; falls, Haves river; Cree Indian name meaning “angling”. 4’. 

Wisla; P.O., 18-22-1 (1916); after Wisla school district, South Dakota, which 
was named after Wisla, river, Poland. 

Witchai; lake, Grass river, 80-4-K; Stinking lake on Arrowsmith map, 179li; 
Cree Indian name meaning “stinking”. 

Wivenhoe; H.B.R. station at mile 304-14 from The Pas (192S); after a Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Co. ship in 1070. 

Wood Bay; village, 3-10-1; a school district name 1882; refers to belts of woods 
and a bend of Pembina river. 

Woodlands; village, 14-2-1 (P.O. 1874); surrounded by woods. 

Woodlea; municipality east of lake Manitoba (1918); the high lands in the 
municipality are wooded and the lowlands hay meadows. 

Woodman; C.P.ll. 11-2-E (1913); after J. M. Woodman, who was Superin¬ 
tendent of Terminals at the time; is now General Superintendent of the New 
Brunswick lines of the Ry. 

Woodmore; P.O.. 2-5-K (1902); after—. Woodhoad and —. Moore, farmers. 

Woodnorth; village, 9-27-1 (P.O. 1884). 

Woodridge; village, 1-10-E (1899); from a timber ridge in vicinity. 

Woodroyd; village, 15-1-1 (1914); Gilbert Munroe, postmaster; formerly 
resided in Woodroyd terrace, Low Moor, Yorkshire, England. 

Woods (lake of the); lake, Ontario boundary. The first white man to reach 
the lake was Jacques dc N T ovon of Three Rivers, Quebec, who ascended 
Kaministikwia river from lake Superior in 1688 and reached lake of the 
Woods in the following spring. Noyon calls it “lac aux lies” and also “lac 
dcs Assiniboiles” and “lac des Gens de la Pierre-Noire”. This information 
is contained in a memoir by the Intendant Begon, 12 November, 1716. 
The name “lac des Bois” French for “lake of the Woods”, is applied to the 
lake in a report by la Verendrye annexed to a letter by Beauharnois of 10 
October, 1730. The significance of this name is unknown. Buache’s map 
of 1754 names the lake “L. Minittic ou des Bois”. Minittic is the Indian 
word for “islands” in French, lies. The lake of the Woods is a water system 
with four divisions. Bigsby (Shoe and Canoe, 1850, II, 290) gives the 
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Indian name of the northern division as “Kaminitik” or islands, and of the 
southern portion as “Parpequa wungar” (a simpler spoiling is Pekwaonga) 
or lake of the Sand Hills, from the sand hills near the mouth of Rainy river; 
he adds that the eastern division is known to the Indians as Whitefish lake- 
Cl. M. Dawson stales that the northwest division, where the water is elear 
and deep was known as Clearwater lake -now Clearwater hay and that 
“lac Plat” or shallow lake, the great rice ground of the Indians west of Clear 
water hay may he counted another division. 

Woodside; village, 11-10-1 (P.O. 1X7-1); from the abundance of wood; earlier 
Second Crossing, W'hitemud river; earlier still Stony Ford. 

Wood Siding; C.N.R. station, 17-8-F (1920). 

Woodworth; municipality, east, of Yirdon; after Joseph K. Woodworth, who 
represented Brandon in the Manitoba Legislature, 1883-86. 

Woody; river, Swan lake, 40-24-1. 

Worby; C.N.R. station, 10-12-1 (1929); after C. II. Worbv, superintendent, 

S. & D.C. Dept, of the llv., Winnipeg. 

Wright; rock, mouth of Winnipeg river (1920); after a trader living nearby. 

Wuskatasko; brook, Crass river. (19-11-1; Cree Indian name meaning “carrot", 

T. 

Wuskwatim; lake, Burntwood river; Beaver Dam lake on Arrow-smith map, 
1790; Cree Indian name meaning “beaver-dam”. T. 

Yawningstone; lake, Cowan river, 02-24-1; from a cliff resembling a face 
with a wide-open month. 

Yellow Quill Indians; trail, shown on Department of the Interior map. 
1875. as leading from the Assiniboine river about 8-14-1 to Portage la Prairie. 

York Factory; Hudson's Bay Co. trading post; the northwest bank of Hayes 
river was selected as the site of a post in 1684 (Can. Archives Rep. 1895, 
p. 64); although this post is called Haves Fort on Thornton’s map of 16S5 i 
its official name became York almost at om-e. As early as 1687 it is so call' d 
in state papers; after II.R.II. .James. Duke of York (afterwards James II). 
Governor of the Hudson's Bay Co., 1684-85. 

Youill; C.X R. station, 12-9-1 (1899); after settlers. 

Zalicia; P.O., 32-21-1 (1915); the postmaster came from a village of the 
name in eastern Galicia. 

Zant; P.O., 25-8-1 (1912); after J. Zant, postmaster. 

Zbaraz; P.O., 23-1-1 (1913); after Zbaraz in Poland. 

Zelena; P.O., 2S-2S-1 (192S); Russian for “green”; after a green hill on Shell 
river. 

Zeller; lake, 18-19-1 (1921): after J. J. Zeller, cook on Survey party. 

Zhoda; P.O, 3-7-E (1911). 

Zoria; P.O, 27-21-1 (1912); Russian for “reveille” or “tattoo”.
